Angeles and Anderson Wilson, jr., 34, 2915% 11th Avenue, 
Los Angeles, were charged with participating in the hol- 
dup Friday morning about 11:30 taking nearly $3,000 
from the Mechanics Bank Albany Branch at the corner of 
Washington and San Pablo avenues.

Principal James Walker 
of Albany High School re- 
ported on the results of the 
special summer session 
held for about 75 students 
who had fallen into the 50th 
to 69th percentile in the pro- 
ficiency tests made man- 
datory by board and state 
action. 

According to Walker, the 
four teachers under the di- 
rection of Norm Smith, act- 
ing principal, took the stu- 
dents through a special 
cram course of 111 ‘‘make- 
up’’ graduation proficiency 
tests, with 75 percent of the 
tests resulting in passin 
grades. The two wee 
school was held with five 
courses given to those 
pupils who had not previ- 
ously qualified for gradua- 
tion. 

Breaking down the re- 
sults, there was an 80 per- 
cent success in mathema- 
tics where 55 tests were 
taken and 44 of the students 
passed with 11 failing. In 
the reading tests, 49 tests 
were taken with 36 passing 
and 13 failing for a 73 per- 
cent success ratio. In the 
writing tests, only seven 
were taken with three pas- 
sing and four failing. How- 
ever, there was an increase 
of six percentage points 
over the score on the last 
test.

SAN FRANCISCO — The 
National Stuttering Project 
is an organization specifi- 
cally focused on stutterers. 
It deals with, and not neces- 
sarily cures, the problems 
of stuttering. 

This is because a cure has 
not actually been found. If a 
stutterer may be cured, the 
solution must come primar- 
ily from himself rather than 
therapists or doctors, says 
Michael Sugarman, direc- 
tor and co-founder of the 
Project. Too often the per- 
son who stutters will refuse 
to admit it to himself, so his 
chances of being cured di- 
minish considerably. 

Sugarman, who holds a 
Master’s Degree in Inter- 
disciplinary Studies in 
Education with an em- 
phasis on Social Psycholog 
of the Handicapped Child, 
from San Francisco State 
University, and is a stut- 
terer himself, says that the 
main purpose of the Na- 
tional Stuttering Project is 
to ‘‘expand the person’s 
self-awareness and self- 
acceptance, to give one the 
strength to overcome those 
longknown ramifications 
and stigmas of being a per- 
son who stutters, to loosen 
the fear of communica- 
tion.’’ The stutterer also 
has a chance to meet and 
talk with others who share 
his problem. Often this is a 
more comfortable atmos- 
phere in which the stutterer 
may come to terms with his 
problem than that of a 
therapist or others who 
may not fully understand 
his hardship. Friends, pa- 
rents, and teachers may be 
misinformed by myths or 
their own theories and, in 
the case of small children 
who are just beginning 
speech developments, may 
create a problem where 
none exists. 

The search for a cure for 
stuttering dates back to the 
times of ancient Greece 
when the orator Demosth- 
enes tried to solve his case 
of stuttering by filling his 
mouth with marbles. Re- 
cent famous figures who 
have shared the affliction 
are Charles Darwin, 
Winston Churchill, Marilyn 
Monroe, Raymond Massey, 
Charles Lamb, and Some- 
rset Maugham.

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BELGRADE, Yugoslavia (AP) — The American 
motorist’s complaints about rising gasoline prices get no 
sympathy in Soviet-fueled Eastern Europe, where the 
price of gas topped $4 a gallon weeks ago. 

“They don’t understand,”’ a Polish electronics expert 
said of his American motoring counterpart. “How can 
they think that way?”’ asks the man, whose 10-year-old 
car eats up a week of his official salary each month. 

Poles can get a gallon of high octane gas for the equiva- 
lent of about $1.80 a gallon. The price is a bargain — one 
of the lowest in Eastern Europe — but the average 
monthly wage in Poland is only about $156. 

Neighboring East Germany claims its workers take 
home more than $800 a month at official exchange rates, 
but the same gallon of gasoline costs them $3.43 and there 
is speculation the price is going up. 

While the East German state radio called listeners’ at- 
tention to American gas lines and truckers’ fuel bloc- 
kades, motoriststo the south in Czechoslovakia were ar- 
riving at filling stations with jerry cans and their own

Hungary’s government began 1979 by raising gasoline 
prices 25 per cent and prices were hiked another 20 per- 
cent on June 11. A gallon of premium in Hungary now 
costs about $2.60. , 

So far none of the Eastern bloc nations has matched 
Bulgaria, which doubled gasoline prices on May 21, leav- 
ing motorists to shell out about $4.32 a gallon for high 
test. 

After imposing the staggering increase, Bulgarian of- 
ficials went on to announce plans for partial rationing of 
heating oil, and to warn that gasoline stockpiles were 
being dyed in an effort to discourage black marketeer- 
ing. 

Gasoline piracy caused a major scandal next door in 
President Nicolae Ceausescu’s Romania even before 
prices went up 38 percent on June 13 to about $2.30 a 

allon. 

e Romanian officials say they broke up a ring which had 

infiltrated the state gasoline supply enterprise. In a coun- 
try where the average monthly wage is $166, officials 
said gas pirates had siphoned off about $333,000 worth of 
fuel. 

Romania for years was an oil exporter. Its history as 
an oil producer and its political resistance to tight integ- 
ration in the Soviet bloc are thought to be the reason why 
today it is the only country in Communist Eastern 
Europe not running largely or entirely on Soviet oil. 

The Soviet Union was the main supplier last year to 
Yugoslavia, Romania’s independent-minded neighbor on 
the Adriatic. Yugoslav figures show 5.26 million barrels 
of Soviet crude imported last year. The nation also im- 
ported 4.69 million barrels from Iraq. 

Struggling with mushrooming energy demands and an 
equally fast-growing trade deficit, Yugoslavia raised 
gasoline prices 25 percent last November and 10-to-14 
percent more in April, after a gasoline shortage one 
newspaper suggested was rigged by the state oil com- 
pany to win higher prices. A gallon of high-test now costs 
about $2.50. 

Oil industry officials in Yugoslavia have warned that 
still another 50 percent increase is needed to cover im- 
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port costs, a view shared by some Western ; 

Russian oil is thought by some experts to be selling 
within the Comecon, the Soviet-bloc economic organiza- 
tion, for a nominal price about 12 percent below the $20.a 
barrel average now being charged by the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. : 

In practice, the real price of Soviet oil is virtually un- 
known outside the Comecon partnership, since much of it 
is traded for goods shipped to the Soviet Union by bloe 
members and outsiders are not privy to terms of the ex- 
change agreements. 

However, if a member nation buys more oil than was 
called for in its economic forecast, it diet the world price 
either in a Western currency or in g that can be sold 
for such currency. 

Western currency is essential to the Communist world 
for foreign trade and meeting payments on loans ex- 
tended by Western banks. 

Comecon officials say their price system is pegged to 
the world market in a way that has eased the bey 8 of 
OPEC price increases. The Comecon prices are figured 
by the so-called ‘Bucharest formula,” which averages 
world prices over a floating five-year period. 

Some Western government observers expect the for- 
mula and other charges to boost Soviet bloc oil prices this 
year by 20 percent over 1978 levels. The 16 percent OPEC 
increase in June, some say, will work out to a nine per- 
cent hike when it goes into the Comecon formula next 
year. 

The Soviet Union’s oil and gas pipelines give it im- 
mense power over the economies of its Eastern bloc cus- 
tomers. But Western diplomats say Moscow has not 
made public use of its own OPEC-like “oil weapon” to 
keep its satellites in line. 


Rough times 


for roadways

The nation’s roadway system could be headed for 
rough times, experts say, because the gasoline shortage 
is keeping Americans at home and off thoroughfares fi- 
nanced by fuel taxes and highway tolls. 

Without these funds, government officials and Wall 
Street analysts say, needed repairs and new contruction 
may have to be canceled. 

Officials are concerned about a dip in revenues said 
Richard Reilly, spokesman for the Federal Highway 
Administration, because ‘‘highway needs are so great at 
the present time — especially the older roads which need 
reconstruction,” 

In April, the last month for which national figures are 
available, Reilly said Americans drove just 2 percent 
more than they did a year before, down from an expected 
gain of 8-10 percent. 

He said prefieninary figures for subsequent months 
show “travel was substantially reduced” as the fuel 
shortage grew worse. 

State figures bear him out. In some areas of Illinois, 
traffic in June was down by as much as 25 percent from a 
year ago, while on the Pennsylvania Turnpike, traffic 
was off by 12 percent. 

But for a toll rate increase last August, the Vennsyl- 
vania highway “would be breaking even or less right 
now,’’ said spokesman Robert Costello. 

Toll collections on New Jersey’s Garden State Park- 
way from mid-May to late June ran $450,000 behind those 
of year ago, and “‘we’re hurting,” said Executive Direc- 
tor F. Joseph Carragher. 

The 118-mile New Jersey Turnpike between New York 
and Philadelphia may be insulated from some effects of 
the gas shortage thanks to a steady weekday flow of 
commuters and trucks. 

But ‘ta sharp-fall-off in weekend traffic” has cut into 
toll collections, said analyst George P. Gregorio of the 
brokerage house of Prescott, Ball & Turben. He said an 
extended fuel crisis or the threat of one could hamper the 
turnpike’s ability to pay bondholders, who must be paid 
before maintenance reserves are established. 

On the Kansas Turnpike, where driving was down by 
6.1 percent in the first half of June, tolls will be increased 
by 7 percent Aug. 1 to offset rising repair costs and 
slumping revenues, and to maintain interest payments to 
bondholders. 


The decline in driving also shows up in the tax tallies | 


kept by oil companies. Standard Oil Co. of Indiana 
spokesman Mike Thompson said the company’s Amoco 
stations in 46 states collected $180.2 million in state and 
federal fuel taxes in the second quarter, down nearly 2 
percent from the second quarter of 1978. 


_He’s building 
highway alone 


WRIGHT, Minn. (AP) — Retired dairy farmer Gordon 
Bushnell has to travel along dirt washboard roads, avoid- 
ing potholes and sand pockets, to reach the “highway” 
he’s single-handedly building to shorten the trip from 
Duluth to Fargo-Moorhead. 

He’s 5-foot-6 and weighs 125 pounds, but the 79-year-old 
Bushnell can pick up a 100-plus-pound log and sling it 
over his shoulder as if it were kindling. 

Then he carries that log 70 yards and climbs a quiver- 
ing, 4foot-high pile of logs and brush, surefooted as a 
mountain goat despite muddy galoshes. 

“I’m doing it because I think it should be done,’ he 
declares. ‘I thought if I just got it open once and people 
started using it, they’d demand some work be done:on 


It has taken him 17 years to build about nine miles of 
road. He expects to finish it in 20 years, when he’s 99. 

He works on the highway from 5 a.m. to noon using a 
wheelbarrow, a mason’s hoe, a saw, a pitchfork and 
sometimes a shovel. So far it’s a dirt track that few vehi- 
cles could get through. 

Bushnell’s highway would run between and roughly 
parallel to U.S. 2 and Highway 210. John Pawlak, en- 
gineer for the Duluth District of the Minnesota Depart- 
ment of Transportation, said the department studied 
Bushnell’s proposal four or five years ago but concluded 
there waquid be no real economic advantage to that area 
in building it. 

Bushnell moved to the Wright area, about 50 miles 
southwest of Duluth, in 1918. He bought 80 acres of land 
and cleared it by hand. 

He started trying to get his highway built 40 years ago, 
as one of the founders of the Cross-State Highway As- 
sociation. Many of the original members of the group 
now are dead. 

Bushnell, who was wearing red cotton gloves, jeans a 
checked shirt and plaid cap, lays the 55-foot tree trunks 
along the road bed, piling trimmed branches and smaller 
logs on top. Then he plasters the pile with dirt from the 
ditches he’s dug on either side of road. 

The whole thing settles into the swamp, resting atop 
cast-off culverts he’s installed for drainage. :

Vanished town 
coming to life 


BERKELEY — A couple 
of false teeth, a bit of bro- 
ken crockery, parts from an 
old machine — with these 
and other fragments a Uni- 
versity of California ar- 
chaeologist is attempting to 
recreate a vanished town. 

Somersville, once one of 
the most active towns in 
Contra Costa County — in 
the coastal hills 50 miles 
east of San Francisco — is 
now little more than a cow 
pasture in the East Bay Re- 
gional Park District. 

This quiet piece of ground 
is the focus of a new form of 
scholarly inquiry called his- 
torical archaeology. The 
project is led by James 
Deetz, professor of an- 
thropology that probes the 
recent past instead of an- 
cient ruins. 

For Deetz and other his- 
torical archaeologists, the 
written record of places and 
times is something to be 
viewed with a certain 
amount of skepticism. It 
often doesn’t report on the 
dark side of life, or even on 
the realities of day-to-day 
existence. 

The record of small 

things forgotten on the 
trash heaps of a society, 
however, is in a sense un- 
edited and often gives a 
truer feeling for what life at 
that time was all aobut, 
ests Deetz. 
The hills around Some- 
rsville are studded with 
mine shafts — not gold 
mines, which drew so many 
people to California, but 
coal, which fueled indus- 
tries in San Francisco and 
the boilers of steamboats on 
the San Joaquin River. 

Maybe 600 people lived in 
Somersville at its peak. 
Coal was discovered in 1859 
and the first houses went up 
in the early 1860s. By 1880 
the end was in sight as bet- 
ter and cheaper coal ar- 
rived from Oregon and 
Washington. After 1885, 
Somersville dwindled and 
finally was listed as a ghost 
town. 

For many years after- 
wards, Somersville and its 
twin city, Nortonville, just 
over the hill, were the

haunts of young people who 
played among the ruins and 
carried off much of what 
remained. The town was 
burned in 1914 to salvage 
nails, hinges and other 
ey metal to produce 
World War I weapons. 
Somersville completely 
disappeared except for cer- 
tain depressions in the 
ground indicating the sites 
of houses. 

Now Deetz, with the 
cooperation of the East Bay 
Regional Park District, has 
chosen Somersville as a 
perfect community for 
some experimental work in 
historical archaeology — a 
short-lived, relatively 
closed community whose 
history can be used as a sort 
of benchmark against 
which to measure certain 
basic assumptions in ar- 
chaeology. 

Somersville was owned 
by the companies that ran 
the mines. Company and 
county records show who 
lived in which house and for 
how long. 

Deetz wants to recon- 
struct the town on paper. 
With the help of students 
and volunteers, he plans to 
trace every individual who 
lived in Somersyville to learn 
the patterns of family rela- 
tionships in the town. Most 
important, he wants to 
match the written record 
against what he finds in the 
ground. 

Inhis own way, Deetz is a 
poet of trash heaps. ‘*In the 
seemingly little and insig- 
nificant things that ac- 
cumulate to create a 
lifetime, the essence of our 
existence is captured,’ he

Scientists meet 
to probe origin 
of planet life 


LOS ANGELES — An in- 
ternational cor of scien- 
tists is gathering on the 
University of California at 
Los Angeles campus and 
will spend the next 15 
months on a formidable un- 
dertaking — going back 
billions of years to date the 
origin of life on our plant. 

“What we plan to do is 
fundamental to everything 
we know and want to know 
about life — when it came 
about and how it hap- 

ned,’’ says Prof. J. Wil- 
iam Schopf of UCLA, who 
conceived and organized 
the ambitious project. 

The goal can be reached 
or approached, Schopf be- 
lieves, only if outstanding 
experts in different 
specialities join intellectual 
forces to focus on the com- 
mon problem. 

Among the 15 scientists 
from the United States, Au- 
stralia, Canada, Germany 
and Puerto Rico who will be 
associated with the project 
are leading authorities on 
pd an cei history of the 
earth, atmospheric evolu- 
tion, microbiology, isotopic 
dating, mineralogy, as- 
eh ee leare) biochemistry, 
sedimentology, ecological 
systems, organic chemistry 
and paleontology. 

Given the prominence of 
its members, the group is a 
fairly young one, with most 

articipants under 45. 

hopf, a professor in the 
UCLA Department of Earth 
and Space Sciences, is 37. 

To finance the unusual 
project, Schopf is contribut- 
ing the $150,000 he received 
two years ago when the Na- 
tional Science Foundation 
presented him with the 
Alan T. Waterman Award, 
one of the highest honors 
that can come to a young 
American scientist.The 
amount of the award has 
been matched by a grant 
from the National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administra- 
tion to bring the total sup- 
port to $300,000. 

The Waterman Award 
was given to Schopf for his 
work in documenting the 
existence of life on earth 
prior to 600 million years 
ago. When he was a college 
undergraduate some 20 
years ago, Schopf recalls, 
the 600 million figure was 
considered the cutoff point 
for the beginning of life on 
earth. Since then, the date 
has been steadily pushed 
back with discoveries of 
microfossils, embedded in 
rocks and made visible with 
increasingly sophisticated 
microscopes. 

Some scientists now be- 
lieve that over billions of

joanne two momentous 
andmarks in evolutionary 
history occurred. 

The first was the de- 
velopment of photosyn- 
thesis, which released 
enough oxygen into the air 
to create the atmosphere 
that sustains life today. 

The second was the evolu- 
tion of cells containing nuc- 
lei to store genetic mate- 
rial, which heralded the 
start of advanced sexual 
reproduction and led to the 
present immense variation 
In life forms, from seaweed 
to humans, 

In their search for the be- 
ginning of life, the scientists 
will recreate the primitive 
earth and atmosphere in 
the laboratory, chemically 
creating organic matter 
and then aging it to simu- 
late billions of years of 
chemical changes. 

In its research, the Pre- 
cambrian Paleobiology Re- 
search Group will look 
beyond the earth at the 
evolution of other planets 
and their atmospheres. 
Schopf likens the current 
undertaking to the vast sci- 
entific effort to deduce the 
moon’s history through 
analysis of lunar rocks in 
which he participated as a 
pe investigator. 

At the end of their stay in 
August, 1980, the scientists 
will work on a monograph 
of some 15 chapters, exp- 
laining their findings and 
theories. The report will be 
published toward the end of 
1981. 

But not even the optimis- 
tic Schopf expects the group 
to fit together all the pieces 
of so gigantic a puzzle 
within 15 months. The sci- 
entists will keep looking for 
answers after they return to 
their home bases and meet 
again three or four years 
later to fix more firmly the 
signposts on the long 
evolutionary road of life.
